If you checked sharks, you were 
right. For the shark is the biggest fish. 
But if you checked whales you were 
both right and wrong. How can that 
be? 

You were right because whales are 
the largest animals in the sea. In fact 
the blue whale is the largest animal in 
the world. But you are wrong be- 
cause whales are not fish. Whales are 
mammals. 

Mammals are warm-blooded ani- 
mals that have hair or fur. They don’t 
lay eggs—except for the strange ani- 
mal called the platypus. Baby 
whales—called calves—like kittens, 
puppies, and calves, are fed with 
milk. In fact, Mama Whale squirts her 
milk into the mouth of her baby. And 
her milk is so rich that some whale 
calves gain about 200 pounds a day. 
Also whales breathe air by means of 
lungs; if they do not come up to the 
surface to breathe they will drown.

TWO KINDS OF WHALES 


There are two kinds of whales— 
the baleen and the toothed. 

Baleen whales are toothless. In- 
stead of teeth, baleen whales have 
thin plates that hang from their upper 
jaws. These plates are called baleen 
and are made of material similar to 
human fingernails. 

The whale swims through the 


water with its mouth open and 
scoops up small fish, shrimp, and 
plankton. Next he closes his mouth 
and uses his tongue (it may weigh 
11/2 to 2 tons) to push the water out 
across the baleen plates. Then he 
swallows the food caught in the 
baleen plates. 

The toothed whales use their teeth 
to catch and hold their food. They 
don't use their teeth for chewing. 


Dolphins and porpoises аге part of 
the toothed group. 


BALEEN WHALES 


Fin Whale 


The fin whale is the second-largest 
whale. It can be as long as 88 feet 
and can weigh up to 76 tons. The 
larger blue whale can be 110 feet 
long and weigh 196 tons. The fin and 
blue look alike except for size. The 
right side of the whale’s head is a 
lighter color. It uses this lighter color 
to frighten the small fish away from it 
into a smaller area by swimming 
around them in a big circle. When the 
fish are all together the whale swims 
through the mass of fish with its 
mouth open and scoops them up. If 
not harpooned it lives about 100 
years. 


Right Whale 


The right whale got its name be- 
cause it was the right whale to har- 
poon. Why? It stayed afloat after be- 
ing killed; most other whales sink. 
They are slow swimmers, averaging 


about 5 miles per hour. These whales 
have very long baleen plates of up to 
15 feet. During your great-grand- 
mother’s day these plates were used 
to make the stays for hoop skirts. 


Humpback Whale 


Humpbacks are named from the 
way they hump their backs out of the 
water when they start to dive (called 
sounding). They are best known for 
their calls or songs. You can buy re- 
cordings of their “‘songs.’’ Many of 
the humpbacks live in the Alaskan 
waters during the summer and swim 
to the Hawaiian Islands during the 
winter to have their calves. 


Gray Whale 


The gray whale lives in the ocean 
around Alaska during the summer 
because there is more plankton and 
shrimp in the cold water. Then during 
the winter it travels 13,000 miles to 
the Baja Peninsula, where the calves 
are born. After a few weeks it starts 
back to Alaska again. The trip takes 
about six months. 


TOOTHED WHALES 


Killer Whales 


Killer whales often go in groups 
(called pods) of 5 to 20 and attack al- 
most anything, including walrus and 
large whales. In captivity killer whales 
are easy to train and are quite gentle. 
You may have seen someone ride on 
a killer whale’s back or put his head 
in its mouth. 


Sperm Whale 


This whale is the largest in the 
toothed group. It can reach 60 feet 
long and can weigh up to 42 tons. It 
has teeth only in its lower jaw. The 
teeth fit into sockets or holes in the 
upper jaw. Sperm whales can dive up 
to 7,400 feet (about 17/4 miles) and 
can stay down over 45 minutes to 
catch the giant squid they eat. This is 
the only whale alive today that could 
have swallowed Jonah. 


The blue whale is the largest animal in the world. 
It is even several times larger than the elephant. 


SWALLOWED BY A WHALE 


James Bartley, in 1891, was a crewman on the whaling 
ship Star of the East. They were hunting sperm whales off 
the Falkland Islands when the spout of an eighty-foot 
sperm whale was spotted. 

Two whale boats set out to harpoon the whale. When 
the harpoon entered the whale’s side, the frantic whale 
curved over to sound, its twelve-foot-wide fluke (tail) hit- 
ting and capsizing the second boat. 

One crewman drowned and James Bartley could not 
be found. 

A few hours later the dead whale was brought along- 
side the Star of the East, and the crew began to cut it apart 
to get the blubber. Finally it got so dark that the crew had 
to quit work for the night. Р 

The next morning when the crew cut off enough of ће 
meat to see the stomach, they were startled by a move- 


ment. Quickly cutting it open they found James Bartley. 
He was unconscious, but alive. 

About three weeks later Bartley had recovered enough 
to talk about the darkness, the heat, and the difficulty he 
had breathing during the time he was in the stomach of 
the whale. 

A very long time ago, another man called Jonah tried to 
run away from God. He boarded a ship sailing the oppo- 
site direction from Nineveh although God had told Jonah 
to go to Nineveh to preach. 

When a storm came up the people on the ship were 
afraid it was going to sink, so they threw Jonah over- 
board. After he was swallowed by a fish, Jonah prayed to 
God and promised to obey. The Lord heard his prayer. 
Three days later the fish opened his mouth and left Jonah 
on the shore. 

You can read more about Jonah in the book of the Bi- 
ble called Jonah. It is also told in the illustrated Bible story 
in Rainbow Friends, number 5, 1983.
